WAR ON RATS AND PLAGUE 


Miss Ethel Moore Defends 
Dr. Long 


"Oakland has become as tidy and 
clean as a New. England kitchen," said 
an Ebell Club woman yesterday. An- 
other woman declared "that Is always 
the condition of Oakland." 
This exchange of sentiment caused 
a third woman to refer to the means 
now being resorted to for the purpose 
of preventing the spread of disease 1n 
Oakland. 
Regardless of the fact that Oakland, 


In the matter of cleanliness, has been 
and Is without a peer In the United 
States, nothing Is being left undone to 
idealize that cleanliness and to show 
to the world that, although the trade 
of the Orient 
and 
Occident passes 


through her gates, no contagion from 
abroad can find lodgment here. 


In this work of combating'the ex- 


tension of disease, local women have 
taken part. There are few of them 
who flo not appreciate the cleanliness 
of a New England kitchen or, for that 
matter, the cleanliness of the kitchen 
of any housewife who realizes what 
real cleanliness means. 
Through various organizations the 
women of this, city have modestly en- 
listed to further the cause of pleasant 
and habitable homes, and at the game 
time assist in the great work which1 
Is now in progress, under federal su- 
pervision, of fighting the plague. 
Women's Committee. . 


These organizations of women have 


deputized a committee to represent 
them, and the chairman of the com- 
mittee is Miss Ethel Moore, daughter 
of Attorney A A. Moore. 
A irjore commendable selection as 


leader of the committee could not have 
been made. Miss iloore displays en- 
ergy, enthusiasm and intelligence in 
he.- work. She Is well informed as to 
the history of contagious diseases. 
She has learned what has been done 


by science to eradicate the cause of 
infection, and has enlisted Tor the 
war, not onl> upon infecting rodents, 
but for the cleaning of the home- 
stead, whtc h shf holds should be al- 
ways in min-3 and not carried into 
effect only at intervals when remedial 
agents are of no avail. 
Represents 2000. 


The committee, of \\hich Miss Moore 


is the head, meets every Friday after- 
noon at the Ebell Club and represents 
probablv 2000 women, banded in the 
Ebell Club, Home Club, Oakland Club, 
Hebrew Ladles' Relief Society, Catho- 
lic Ladles' Aid Society, German La- 
dles' Aid Society and several other 
kindred organizations. 


The body in which these organiza- 
tions is represented is known as the 
Public Health Committee. 
Its pur- 


pose is to aid in the work of making 
Oakland more cleanly. Indeed, It dis- 
pla>s an enthusiasm in this regard 
which has not been even attempted 
by the men of the community. Of 
course, this might be expected, because 
the woman of the house always takes 
an interest in having the domain over 
which she presides appear presentable, 
and it ts therefore only a short step 
for her to array herself against con- 
tagion. 
Miss Moore Enthusiastic. 


Miss 
Moore 
modestly 
takes 
no 


credit to herself. She tells with en- 


thusiasm of the meetings which tha 
women have held, the addresses deliv- 
ered by Dr. Ltngard, Colonel J. P. 
Irish, Br. Von Adelung. Dr. Alexander, 
the English expert who told about 
the means employed in his country to 
destroy the germs of contamination, 
and Dr. Hurley, who told of* work, in 
the matter of preventing plague In- 
fection, done by the women of San 
Francisco. 
Find Schools Defective. 


Discussing 
the 
question,' 
among 
other thing*, Mia* Moore stated that 
the committee had made an examina- 
tion of a number of the local schools, 
but that the examination Is not con- 
cluded. The women found the plumb- 
ing defective in both old and new 
schools, and «ay there 1* much to crit- 
icize. 


Miss Moore snid that It I* the pur- 
pose of the women to act in harmony 
with the Committee of Seventy, which 
was appointed by Mayor Mott for tha 
purpose of putting the city in perfect 
sanitary condition.

The company further agrees that In 
case of anj- disagreement as to the 
proper rate to be charged any consumer 
tha t a resurvey may be rrfade of the 
piemisee and If the rate contended for 
by the companv is erroneous, the coml- 
pany will stand all the expenses of the 
resurvey, and will, !n addition, refund any 
overcharges that have been previously 
made on account of such water service 
during the period of two years prior to 
the date of such resurvoy, it being- under- 
stood that In case the rate contended for 
by the company Is shown to be accurate 
by such resurvey, then the expense of 
making the resurvey will fall upo nthe 
the consumer asking for such resurvey. 
To Install Pipe System. 


In consideration of the reduction of 
rates and in consideration of the agree- 
ment to improve the system of the com- 
pany.

James B. Parker, Who Disarmed 


Czolgosz, Dies Penniless 


and Neglected. 


PHILADELPHIA. April 
7.—Before. ,a 


class of students at the Jefferson Medi- 
cal College the body of James B. Parkor, 
colored, waa placed upon the dissecting- 
table today. 


Parker was the man who beat Ixjuls 


Czolgosz to the ground and disarmed 
him after the latter .had fired two shots 
into' the body .of President McKinley 
at Buffalo on September 6, 1301. 


At the time of. McKinley's assassina- 


tion Parker was a Pullman car con- 
ductor, but public praise soon turned 
his head and he gave up his position 
on the railroad. He subsequently tailed 
to take care of himself, 
succumbed to 


tuberculosis 
.- and 
died 
penniless 
two 
weeks ago in the Philadelphia Hospital, 
where he was a pa.tient in the insane 
department. 


So far as is known he had no friends 


in this city at the time of his death, 
and the body was turned, over to i!ic 
State Anatomical Board. In this -way It 
came into possession of the college au- 
thorities. 


His brain will be examinee! by a no- 


ted alienist of tha city within the next 
few days, and it Is expected that it will 
prove one of the most interesting studies 
ever made in Philadelphia.
